A Paper- Making Primer. 





Q. Is any further management required to | 


avoid felt marks ? 

A. The paper is to be made as dry as possi- 
ble before it is guided over the dryers ; first, 
by a careful preparation of the pulp; second, 


by dry, uniform couching ; third, by a moder- | 


ate pressure on a clean, dry felt with the first 
press rolls, and as the paper is now firmer and 
dryer, a heavier pressure, say, one-half more, 


by the second press rolls, also on a clean, dry | 


felt. Paper thus treated will not retain the 
impression of the felt, and will be easy to han- 
dle as it is being guided over the dryer, a 
point of some importance to the machine-ten- 
der. It will not shrink so much in the pro- 
cess of drying as wet paper does, it dries 
smoother and takes a better surface when it is 
calendered, and the dryer-canvas will last 
much longer. It will be seen, therefore, that 
the expense of keeping good jackets and felts 
on the machine is to some extent offset by a 
better quality of paper, a saving of steam and 
dryer-canvas, and an increase fn production, 
because there is much less ‘‘ broken” made. 

Q. How is the drying of the paper regu- 
lated ? 

A. If the machine is driven by a steam en- 
gine, driving the machine only, and the ex- 
haust steam is used to dry the paper, no

named. The yielding journal box, or as pa- 
per makers term it, the spring-roll, is an in- 
stance of this; it seems to have originated 
; sometime between 1860 and 1870 at dif- 
ferent places in this country, first, as an 
upright wooden spring, in which form it is 
still employed in some of the mills in the 
| Miami Valley, Ohio; later, it was brought 
| out in the form of a spiral spring, operating 
on the yielding journal-box. At that time 
there were no steam regulators, and the dry- 
ers and calenders were extreme- 
ly defective in construction and 
arrangement. This, combined 
with the causes already named, 
produced frequent breaks in the 
paper between the dryers and 
the calenders. The yielding 
journal-box was resorted to as 
a sort of make-shift to prevent 
some of this trouble and waste. 
Machine-tenders do not agree 
as to its utility, some claiming 
that it is a benefit, because it 
will yield to any extra ‘Strain on 





furnace are led over the furnace and around 
the yacuum-pan B. Upon one side of the pan 
the flue is double, and a damper, H, permits 
the direction of the heated gases either against 
or around and away from the pan. 

Instead of the girder supports shown, there 
may be a simple arched support, or, if a hori- 
zontal stationary furnace is used, the flue may 
be supported directly on top of the furnace.

The Beating Engine.

In principle and general construction | 


the beating engine is about the same that it | 
was last century ; some improvements in the 
details and attachments have been made ; the 
cylinder takes the place of the curb washer ;

iron spindles, instead of the wood roll with 
wrought-iron spindles.

actual condition of the paper it is not deemed 
sufficient for the purpose. The automatic 
regulators, which are operated by the contrac- 
tion of the paper in the process of drying, are 
the most effective ; if the paper becomes too 
dry, the contraction partially closes the steam 
valve ; if not dry enough, the non-contraction 
permits the valve to open wide. Thus, if the 
paper is not at the proper point of dryness 
when the regulator is reached, it acts 
the valve according to its needs. 
In the absence of a regulator, the steam- 
gauge is very useful, in that it may be 
employed to indicate the steam pressure 
in the drying cylinders. To this end it is to 
be placed on the steam-pipe between the 
valve and the dryers. If a temperature indi- 
cated by three pounds pressure on the gauge 
is required to dry the paper, then by opening 
the valve sufficiently to show that pressure, 
the cylinders will be maintained at the proper 
heat ; but if the gauge shows more or less 
than the required pressure, it indicates that 
the paper will in a short time, if it is not al- 
ready, be either too dry or not dry enough, 
and by promptly regulating the steam all ir- 
regularity in the dryness of the paper is 
avoided. For this purpose a steam-gauge 
must be specially graded so that it will be 
sensitive to the slightest movement of the 
valve; the index circle should not be less 
than 4% inches in diameter, and should be 
graded from o to 30 pounds. This gives 
nearly % of an inch to each pound, and is 
ample to enable the machine-tender to see 
the pointer move when he moves the valve, 
and to detect by a glance at the gauge, when- 
ever there is too much or too little steam on. 

Q. How is the paper to be managed so as 
to keep it from breaking or wrinkling as it 
goes through the calenders? 

A. The result of the whole management of 
the machine is shown by the behavior of the 
paper at this point. If it is uniform in thick- 
ness and dryness in the direction of its width, 
and has been subjected to a uniform pressure 
and tension while wet, and, if it is uniformly 
dried, it will pass through the calenders with- 
out break or wrinkle ; but if the paper is thin 
on one or both edges, if one edge is pressed 
harder than the other, or if there is a wet 
streak in the middle of the web, or if the rolls 
which guide it over the dryers are out of line 
with each other and with the dryers, or if the 
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to be indispensable, were surprised to find 
that, when an accident occurred to it and 
they had to run without it, the paper ran 
better with it, and they did not care to 
have it put back, It is difficult to see any 
advantage whatever its use. With the 
machine all in good order and the paper 
properly made, it is not necessary to strain 
the paper hard as it goes through the cal- 
enders, but if it was so necessary the spring 
cannot help it any, because the strain would 
be there anyhow, and if a weak or defective 
place came along in the paper, it is not to be 
supposed that the spring roll would know it, 
and therefore the strain on the weak place would 
be as great as on any other spot. The calen- 
ders must be speeded to take the exact quan- 
tity of paper delivered to them by the dryers. 
If they take more, the paper would certainly 
break ; if they take less, the paper will become 
loose and wrinkle as it goes through the calen- 
ders. The spring cannot save it either way ; 
the calenders will keep on gaining or losing on 
the dryers according as they are speeded too 
fast or too slow. The true preventive is to 
speed the calenders accurately with the dryers, 
and then—spring or no spring—the paper will 
neither break nor wrinkle.

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Apparatus for Evaporating Alka- 
line Solutions. 





Herewith is given an illustration of a 
new apparatus for the evaporation and con- 
centration of alkaline solutions, though it is 
applicable to any furnace cr apparatus em- 
ployed for the expulsion or evaporation of 
water or other liquid from any material. 

Figure 1 represents a side elevation of the 
apparatus, part being in vertical section. Fig. 
2 is a sectional view of the boil-over reser- 
voir detached. 

A represents any suitable furnace, here 
shown as employed both for the purpose of 
heating the liquid in the evaporating-pan B 
and at a later period of the process of recov- 
ery of soda-ash or other alkali, igniting and 
aiding the combustion of material in the cal- 
cining-furnace C. On each side of the fur- 
nace C are standards D, supporting girders E, 
which carry a flue, F, of suitable refractory 
material. Through the flue F the waste prod- 
ucts of combustion issuing from the calcining- 


top, at any suitable part of the pan, is a vapor 
discharge pipe, N, and within this pipe, to 
prevent the carrying over by ebullition of 
bubbles of the liquid into the condenser is a 
diaphragm, O, or system of diaphragms of 
wire-gauze, which break the bubbles, while 
allowing free passage of the vapor and facili- 
tate the return of the liquid to the evaporat- 
ing-pan. To facilitate the return of the liquid 
on the bursting of the bubbles against the 
upper diaphragm, O, there is placed within 
pipe N a second pipe, P, having upon its 
upper end a second diaphragm, Q, of wire- 
gauze, to still further arrest the bubbles. The 
liquor from bubbles bursting against the 
upper diaphragm (or diaphragms, if a number 
are employed), is returned around the pipe P 
to the vacuum safe or trap, T, whence it flows 
back into the pan. The pipe N is led intoa 
boil-over chamber, R, whence the liquid is 
returned to the pan through the pipe S. 
A circular flange, T, around the _bot- 
tom of the pipe N, into which the pipe P dips, 
arrests sufficient of the return liquid to 
make a vacuum safe at this point and pre- 
vent the drawing of the vapor through the 
pipe S. 

To further interrupt the course of any liquid 
material which may be drawn over, there is a 
flange, U, depending from the top of the boil- 
over reservoir, and having at each side space 
to allow sufficient vapor to pass, whatever may 
be the height of the liquid in the reservoir. 
From the boil-over reservoir a pipe, V, leads 
through a condenser, W, of any construction, 
to the vacuum pump, or other suitable exhaust, 
v. This combination of evaporating-pan with 
a forced exhaust, with or without agitators 
and with or without condensers, and an inter- 
posed bubble-breaker is said to produce a 
strong and effective evaporator, working with 
great speed without the passage of any liquid 
over into the condenser. An agitator should 
generally be employed, as it greatly increases 
the rapidity of evaporation, and is an impor- 
tant improvement over the ordinary vacuum- 
pan. The heat from the calcining-furnace 
and lighting-furnace heats the bottom of the 
evaporating-pan, while the return-flue heats 
the sides thereof to the height of the liquor 
therein contained, thus more fully utilizing the 
waste heat,and saving coal expenditure for 
boiling the soda in the process of evaporation, 
a larger portion of the Waste heat from the in- 





than usual in the washer—is put into a mixer, 
where it is washed, and the alum, size, color- 
ing and other ingredients are added; it is 
then passed through his pulping-engine, 
which makes it ready for the machine. The 
roll and plate now in the mixing-engine have 
been in constant use without repairs for over 
twenty years. 

Jordan and Eustice took up the cone idea 
and produced the engine so well known to the 
trade. For this engine the half stuff is made 
nearly short in the ordinary beater and is fin- 
ished by passing it through the Jordan en- 
gine. 

The Gould beater was a bold attempt to 
solve this question, and if it was not perfect 
it suggested the idea of keeping the pulp in 
continual agitation while itis being prepared, 
an idea which appears in new beating engines 
recently brought out in Great Britain, such as 
the Umpherston patent rag-engine, and an- 
other which embodies the Kingsland idea, 
with the addition of a tub or trough. In these 
the pulp is kept in violent agitation by the 
action of the roll, and passes more frequently 
under it, but it suggests the idea that a large 
amount of power is expended in keeping up 
this violent and unnecessary motion of the 
whole mass of pulp. 

The Cressman beater is an improvement in 
the arrangement and adjustment of the fly- 
bars in their relative position to the bed-plate, 
which gives more and better cutting or draw- 
ing surface, but leaves the question of circula- 
tion untouched. 

The latest refining or pulping engine is the 
Brightman, in which the ideas of the Kings- 
land and the Jordan are combined, and the best 
qualities of both are claimed for it. It is ar- 
ranged so that it will run either to the right or 
to the left by changing the feed and discharge 
pipes. 

The intervention of a second stuff-chest is 
not necessary, because the engine is made in 
sizes to suit the capacity of the machine to 
which it is attached, and only the necessary 
cutting surface for that quantity of ‘pulp being 
provided, a saving of power is thereby effected, 
and one pumping of the pulp is therefore dis- 
pensed with. 

Upon the whole, the Brightman is a valua- 
ble addition to the equipment of the paper 





mill, and can be employed where other engines 
are not suitable, 


the relation which this project bears to the 
public welfare is of such kind as to put it 
clearly without the region of doubt. The 
Chesapeake Bay is the greatest of the reaches 
of the Atlantic upon our Eastefn coast.

The developing ports 
upon it are Baltimore, Washington and Nor- 
folk, and practically also the city of Rich- 
mond ; and, should the canal be made, at but 
slight expenditure of time and money, the 
Susquehanna will be made navigable to Har- 
risburg, now connected with the bay by canal. 
Independently, therefore, of any further effect 
upon the country, a large scope of territory, a 
great body of our people and a section rich in 
agricultural and manufacturing enterprises, are 
thus brought practically to the seashore, with 
which by water carriage alone, too, the larger 
part of the vast coal-fields of the Atlantic slope 
is reached. Time and distance are now the 
great factors in commercial enterprise. Every- 
thing which contributes to lessen these two 
elements calls for consideration. It is a trite 
adage, but one which 1s always effectively true 
in all that touches advancement, that compe- 
tition is the life of trade. We have long since 
passed that period of national life when our 
consideration of the motives for public action 
are fixed by the circumstances of place. There 
must always be the generous rivalry of busi- 
ness, and local pride may do much to stimulate 
effort ; but so intimate have grown our com- 
mercial relations, so complete is the interde- 
pendence of all sections of the country, that 
prosperity or adversity can no longer be re- 
strained by artificial boundaries, and the pro- 
motion of the interests of a definite section is 
as much a public benefit as is the burden of 
adverse conditions a public hindrance. There 
is thus everything to be gained by each of the 
great ports of our coast from the special pros- 
perity of each of the others. It is of as much 
interest and advantage to New York or Boston 
as to Chicago or St. Louis to have the trade 
of Baltimore increased and the facilities for 
its management improved—to have Washing- 
ton and Norfolk develop shipping traffic, to 
be brought into the freedom and increased 
efficiency of that definite competition in 
trade which water transportation makes with 


our railroads. There can be no merely or 
purely local limitations put upon this work.

The steamer Stockholm City, from London, 
which arrived in the early part of last week 
with a part cargo of rags, is still in port, de- 
tained to await the development of Govern- 
ment action relative to the rags.

and that no further trouble was expected from 
that source, but, to the surprise of all con- 
cerned, fresh complications arose which gave 
cause for more trouble.

Washington were necessary, and it is believed 
that the matter is settled. 
The Australian, from London, which steamer 


arrived on Monday, has also as cargo some | 


600 bales of rags, and these are being de- 
tained under instructions from the Treasury 
Department. With a little patience on the 
part of importers, coupled with expense, 
trouble and anxiety, all will be well. 

Relative to the subject of disinfecting rags, 
I have interviewed some of our leading im- 
porters, and I give their statements : 

H. M. Knowles, of H. M. Knowles & Co., 
does not see the need of disinfecting rags un- 
der the present conditions. ‘‘ Rags gathered 
in districts where no cholera exists or has ex- 
isted, and shipped from ports which are not 
infected, do not need to be disinfected,” said 
he, ‘‘ while such rags as ought to be disinfect- 
ed, because they contain, or are supposed to 
contain, cholera germs, are wisely prohibited 
from being landed, and none of them are 
being shipped. In prohibiting the importation 
of rags from infected districts the Secretary 
of the Treasury has acted wisely, and such 
measures as he has taken are sufficient to pro- 
tect this country from any contagion through 
rags.” 

Colonel Train, of Train, Smith & Co., said : 
‘This subject of disinfecting rags 1s being 
discussed with the hope that, should the gov- 


ernment authorize such a process, all rags | 
from all ports could be entered without trouble. 
Even should the government, under such con- | 


ditions, admit rags, I do not think that they 
should be disinfected in this country. The 
whole matter is discussed from the standpoint 
that rags from infected districts carry chol- 
era germs. If they do, these germs should 
be destroyed on the other side of the water, 
and not loaded aboard ship, to be brought 
over here and handled by people while the 
rags are being got ready for the disinfecting 
process. Of the best mode of disinfecting 
rags, I can say nothing; but I will say that 
every American importer of rags is just as 
anxious to keep cholera out of this country as 
anybody else, and will heartily co-operate to 
that end,” ; 

The chemical market shows no change. 
Last week’s quotations continue to rule. 
Chemicals are quiet, with only a moderate 
demand, the market being subject to the same 
conditions as affect paper-stock, in that manu- 
facturers are keeping mill supplies well down 
to daily wants. 

The imports of chemicals for the week to 


date foot up 971 casks bleaching powder, 400 | 
drums caustic soda, 416 casks soda ash, and | 


gio barrels soda crystals. 

Of paper-stock the receipts are 831 bales 
rags, 598 bales paper-stock, 275 bales old bag- 
ging, 112 bales paper waste, 89 bales cotton 
waste, 34 bales flax waste and 21 bales old 
canvas. 

Other imports include 170 bags hide cut- 
tings, 24 casks clay and 350 barrels rosin. 

Owing to the detention of the Stockholm 
City at this port, H. Wilke Jones, who 
was to have sailed by that steamer, did not 
leave Boston on Saturday last as he intended. 
He will sail for home, however, on Thursday 
by the Adriatic, from New York city. 

F. D. White has returned from his European 
tour, reaching the city on Saturday last, bring- 
ing the steamer Pavonia with him. During 
his absence of six weeks Mr. White passed 
most of his time in Paris and London. The 
object of his trip over the water was health, 
and he returns very much invigorated.

Russell & Armstrong have eleven presses, 
which have been removed from their estab- 
lishment at Third and Vine streets, three of 
which are large cylinder presses. They do 
all kinds of fine printing and bag work. 

C. Wells & Co. are running full time at 
their mills in Cecil County, Md., and’ Oxford, 
Chester County, Pa. They are turning out a 
large quantity of manilla paper. 

Some dealers have laid in large stocks of 
rags, and are therefore somewhat concerned 
at the present course of the market. They 
prefer to dispose of some stock before adding 
to present accumulations. The general ex- 


pression of opinion in the paper trade indi- | 


cates a good deal of confidence in the future 
course of prices. A conservative policy is 
being steadfastly pursued. There seems to 
be no disposition to crowd manufacturing or 
to crowd stocks on the market, or to cut prices 
in order to create an artificial demand. While 
there is no organized restriction, there is an 


| equivalent which accomplishes as good results, 


and that is intelligent knowledge of the mar- 
ket requirements, and a determination on the 
part of the manufacturers not to attempt to 
sell more paper than is wanted. 

Some slight reductions in wages have been 
made, but the manufacturers recognize that 
there is very little to be gained by reducing 
workmen’s shares at this time.

Collections are made with reasonable success, 
and the minimum of bad debts is contracted. 
The risks taken are as few as could be ex- 
pected, and while the profits on paper made 
and sold now are not very large, they are suf- 
ficient to have a restraining influence on the 
enterprise of those already in the trade, as

This order will | 
keep one machine running from January I 
until February 15. It isa little singular that 
two firms should make nearly all of the diaries 
used in this extensive country of ours, but such | 
is the fact. Some of the manufacturers are 
about to turn their attention to the South, be- | 
lieving that there is a field in that section of 
the country that will bear cultivating. They 
argue that the West has been left in bad shape 
on account of the Presidential election, and it 
will take some time for the people to recover 
from its effects. 

The paper-stock market is very quiet, in- | 
deed, foreign rags especially being dull. It 
seems to be understood here that the Treasury 
Department is to issue an order, which will 
provide for the admission of foreign stock | 
after it has undergone some process of disin- 
fection which shall be acceptable to the health 
officer at the port of entry as well as to the offi- 
cials on this side. 

Our city election has come and gone, and 
several paper makers are amoag those elected 
to office. Ward 1 will be represented by Wil- 
liam Reardon, superintendent of the Albion | 
paper mill, who has been employed by the 
company for thirteen years. Ward 2 will have 
T. H. Sears in the Board, the foreman of 
Coghlan’s boiler works. J. E. Clark will re- 
present Ward 7. | Mr, Clark isithe manager of 
the Dickinson & Clark paper mill, a director 
in the George R. Dickinson Paper Company, 
part owner of the Excelsior paper mill and 
senior partner of the firm of Clark & Ives, 
paper-stock dealers, New Haven. In the 
Common Council, W. A. Casey is employed 
by the Holyoke Envelope Company, Andrew 
Buchanan is of the firm of Buchanan, Bolt & 
Co., wire-cloth makers, C. H. Whiting, a 
brother of Congressman Whiting, and J. K. 
Judd, of the Judd Paper Company. Chalmers | 
Chapin, superintendent of the Union paper 
mill, was elected a member of the School | 
Board for three years. These are all good | 
men, and they will probably make good | 
records. 

The National Blank-Book Company, which 
began basiness in this city three or four years 
ago, seems to be prospering. It is located in 
the Holyoke Water-Power Company's Cabot | 
street mill, where two floors are occupied, 
Over 100 hands, male and female, are em- 
ployed, with a monthly pay-roll of $5,500. 
More than 1,500 kinds of blank-books and 
specialties are made, embracing everything 
from a common paper-pad to a full-fledged 
ledger. 

The different railroad companies in this 
vicinity issued orders on December 1 that all 
freight arriving in Holyoke must be unloaded 
within forty-eight hours after its recption, and 
this has caused quite a stir among the paper 
makers who are constantly receiving large 
quantities of stock.

THE commercial treaty between Spain 
and the United States has been made 
public this week. It is now awaiting the 
consideration of the Senate, and is re- 
ceiving an amount of public discussion 
which seems to withdraw attention from 
almost any other subject of public inter- 
est. The treaty finds its advocates, as a 
matter of course, and the Secretary of 
State is apparently satisfied that it will 
go a good ways, if ratified, toward ad- 
vancing our commercial interests in the 
Spanish Antilles. His views on this 
point are defined in a statement submit- 
ted by him to the President, the essence 
of which is contained in the following 
extract : 


The object had in view in the negotiation of the 
treaty was three-fold: First, to establish such reci- 
procity of exchange of the products of the United 
States and of the neighboring Spanish provinces and 
the islands of Cuba and Porto Rico, and such mutual 
shipping privileges as will tend to a greater develop- 
ment of commerce ; second, to remove the restrictions 
and obstructions to which American trade and shipping 
has for many years been exposed under the tariff and 
customs regulations of these islands; and, third, to 
supplement the treaty of 1795 with Spain by the more 
modern provisions as to commercial freedom, the pro- 
tection of the rights of persons and property, and “‘ the 
most favored nations’ clause, which do not exist in 
that treaty. 


That development in certain lines ot our 
commerce may be expected under the 
operation of the treaty is not doubtful, 
but whether the advantage to be derived 
will compensate for all that we have to 
concede in return is a matter of debate 
and reasonable dispute. The concessions 
to our shipping interests are advantage- 
ous, but not more so, in our opinion, than 
they ought to be at all times. The treaty 
limits the benefits of the carrying trade to 
American and Spanish vessels. The re- 
duction of duties on a large line of our 
exports and the admission of some of our 
products and manufactures free of duty 
into the ports of Cuba and Porto Rico, 
are concessions for which we must ma- 
terially change our tariff in respect to the 
leading products of those islands. The 
expressions of opinion which have al- 
ready appeared in the daily papers are 
more generally opposed to the treaty. 
There are free-traders as well as protec- 
tionists who find it objectionable, ar- 
guing that it is injurious to the poli- 
they uphold. Our sugar 
and tobacco-producing and manufac-

pating the action of the Government. 
We observe that some opposition to dis- 
infecting rags in our own ports has arisen. 
We anticipate that the question of where 
and how disinfection constitutes the fac- 
tor of safety will take up a great deal 
of time and argument before it is got 
through with. 


THE commission appointed to consider 
methods for facilitating commerce be- 
tween this country and the states of 
Spanish-America has concluded its work 
in Mexico, having received, it is said, 
valuable suggestions from President Diaz. 
It has yet to visit South America. We 
hope that the work of the commission 
may be productive of good results, but 
fear that it will not be able to reach well- 
defined conclusions. 


An Algerian paper—ZLa Solidarité— 
says that the construction of the railway 
from Algiers to Laghouat, via Boghari 
and Djelfa, is to be carried out without 
further delay. This will open up an es- 
parto region of the greatest importance, 
and capable of an annual production of 
400,000tons. The Boghari district covers 
an area of 200,000 hectares (one hectare 
is equal to 2% acres), that of Djelfa 
400,000, and that of Laghouat 40,0c0o— 
together, 640,000 hectares. The present 
means of conveyance—camels’ backs and 
ox-carts, slow and expensive—limits the 
export from these three districts to about 
4,000 tons annually, the cost of trans- 
portation being 42 francs per ton from Bo- 
ghari to Algiers, over a distance of 105 
miles. At present esparto is selling at 
Algiers for 120 francs per ton. After the 
railroad is built the reduction of the pres- 
ent freight rate by one-third would still 
compensate the railway handsomely and 
insure a large profit to the gatherer, if 
the esparto should be sold at Algiers for 
110 francs per ton. On the Spanish 
Mediterranean coast the price is 180 
francs per ton. In a year or two this 
immense supply will be at the disposal 
of the paper makers of Europe, and can 


and these are sufficiently important in 
themselves to induce the inquiry whether 
the injury to them would not react upon 
other lines of production and manu- 
facture to a degree that no benefit which 
we might derive from the treaty could 
compensate. There are, however, some 
people who regard this commercial agree- 
ment with Spain as a step toward ulti- 
mate free trade, and who rejoice accord- 
ingly. We are disposed to agree with 
them in their estimate of the effect, and 
to deplore it. If our industries and pro- 
ducing interests are to be attacked in de- 
tail, and if, by progressive steps, we are 
to open our markets wider, until each 
foreign country claims and receives its 
share of benefits such as it is proposed to 
concede to Spain, it is the time for our 
picket guard to call “halt,” and to pre- 
vent the advance of our commercial ad- 
versaries before they get within our out- 
posts and advance upon our lines of pro- 
tection and defense. To our mind the 
give and take theory of the treaty is alto- 
gether in favor of Spain. There is some 
concession on her part, but more on ours, 
and it is very much like the story of the 
Indian and the white hunter, who, after 
a day’s shooting, had only a turkey and a 
crow for their pains. When they came 
to divide, the white brother said to his 
dusky companion: “ Now, you take the 
crow, and I take the turkey; or, I take 
the turkey, and you take the crow.” 


This equitable division being effected, | 
the mystified Indian went on his way, | 


but after some time got it through his 
head that “white man didn’t say turkey 
to Indian at all.” This may be some- 
what extreme as an illustration, but the 
proposition of the new treaty somewhat 
resembles it. As to paper-making inter- 
ests, the treaty proposes to admit our 
papers, &c., into Cuban and Porto Rican 


ports under the following schedule :

sacrificed ?

When Southern journals begin to argue 
against free trade, and take issue with parties 
who suggest it in any form, we may be sure 
that a radical change in ideas of public policy 
is in progress. A Southern trade journal, in 
a recent issue, takes strong ground against 
the admission of iron ore and coal free of 
duty, and says that the South ‘‘ needs a pro- 
tective tariff more thany any other part of the 
country.”

Shutting Down Mills.

To the Editor of The Journal : 

I notice in THE JouRNAL of November 22 
B. F. H.’s remarks as to shutting down mills. 
I think that he is just right. I will agree with 
B. F. H., so let us have a general shut-down 
for a time at full wages, rather than resort to 
this method, as decreased production will en- 
able the manufacturers to realize better prices 
and the workman in the end will aggregate as 
much wages, besides giving him time for other 
employment, should he so desire. 

As soon as the process of manufacturing 
paper from sawdust becomes more perfect, 
such paper will no doubt be placed in market 
for half the price of other and better grades ;

I think from the way things 
are going that some paper manufacturers do 
not know what it is to work for a living, or 
they would advance prices and wages also.

them (from either kind of pump or head) is very slightly retarded. We arrange them to clean either by hand or power. They are also erected singly or in 
batteries, according to the quantity of water required. They occupy less space, require fewer valves and less piping, and can be more quickly and 
thoroughly cleansed than any other filtering apparatus. 

For boiler use we have machines specially constructed to stand all pressures and temperatures of water. 
boilers, thus collecting the precipitations of the heater. 

Tue OPERATION OF CLEANSING THE CROCKER STANDARD FILTERING Macuine.—Referring to cut, it will be noticed that each body has two covers. Under 
each cover we use a screen plate, serving to keep the filtering material in the body of the casing, allowing the material to do the work of collecting the sediment. 
thus preventing any filling of the screen plates. While the machines are filtering, the water from the supply pipe enters the filter bodies through the centre at 
the rear end, passing up through a port in the casing, and, spreading over the screen plate, passes down through the material and lower plate, then up through 
port in the front end of casing and out through pipe marked “clean water.’ To cleanse the machines, open the valve marked “ wash-out,” and close the one 
marked “clean water,” then revolve the filters by shipping the belt as indicated by lever, allowing them to revolve five or ten minutes, letting the water pass 
through while revolving, finally stopping in position shown in cut, letting the water still run through the wash-out for a moment or so to insure its being clean 
before directing it into the clean water pipe, by opening the valve so marked and closing the wash-out. The operation of cleansing the filters will be required at 
intervals of five to ten hours in most of the large river waters. At every revolution of the filters the water passes twice in opposite directions through the filtering 
material and twice over the plates without passing through the material. The casing we leave not quite full, thus allowing the mass to disintegrate in the 
process of cleansing.
